‘Wherever these hideous questa arrived the 
most persistent war has been waged against 
them, but bas alwaya ended with the defeat 
of mankind, The consequences were the 
same ag in all other dofeate in thove remote 
times, hen men wero helpless the inter- 
vontion of the law or the intervention of God | 
waa called upon to interfere and to stop the 
ravaging intruders.. The reasoning of the 
people waa, indeed, ratioual, considering the 
low tate of culture and education, The 
officers and. representatives of the Jaw, as 
well us the clergy, the natural intorpretera 
between the people and God, were obliged to 
submit to the .wiabes of tho helpless and, 
therefore, unruly people. I! is suppored 
both notad in good faith; nevertheless, we 
find sometimes indigationa of a inorendvanced 
intelligence, and it ia evident that they have 
then submitted only because resistance was 
impossible, Aa such proceedings would have

been too ridiculous and useless if not dona 
in a seomingly lawful and imposing form, 
we find that by and by the development of 
Jaws against ‘obnoxious creutures in the 
middle agea waa perfected. A defender wis 
given to the miscresnt, as it was deemed 
lawful that he could not be judged and con- 
demped without being heard and defended. 
According to the opinion of the old jurists, 
even to the Devil a defender cannot be 
denied, Therafore we find « nymbor of 


the south of Franco 4 pig which had killed. a 
chitd was condemned and banged, Some 
thieves were banged, together. with their 
dogs, and rhe “Lex Carolina” contains a

noxious to man and injuring their property 
are often reported by tha ebroniclers, some~ 
times with a certian kind of humoar, |Gruaga- 
hoppers and grabs were the most frequent 
offenders, Bartholomus Chasasuesue, a ju- 
Tist of repute in the old territory of Bure 
gundy, proposed a course of proccedings 
proper for such o lewsuit and its consequen~ 
ces—the judgment of excommunication. He 
says after written sucmonses are served, 
and after the judge is eppointed, two ddvo- 
‘gates ata to he chogen—one for the people, 
the other forthe grasshopperd—“The frst 
begina the cage against tha defendant, 
and ¢oneludes finally that the grasse 
hoppers should be burnt, The other 
advocate objects, and answers that the order 
cannot be issued until afters judgment bad 
heen rondered that the grasshoppers should 
leave the country. If this was not dene by 
the defendant in « speoified term. of days,| 
the thunder of excommuniestion was to be! 
thrown on the defendant, A later jurist, 
Job Ludolf, of Saxeny,-a man with the éx- 
traordinary knowledge of twenty-five langu- 
ages, speaks in 1694 at some length, against 
the proceedings just related. The proceedinz 
proposed by Burtholommus, says Ludolf, 
could never: be ‘proved to area with the 
decres of the Holy Sa; and nothing. like 
it is to be found in the * Pontificale Roma- 
num.” There is a threefold ‘yreummo nica- 
tion~-the minor, the major, and’ the ann— 
thema (which is tho end of all)—® that the 
culprit's body is given over to Satan, to save 
the spirit for the day of the last judgment,” 
In 1479 appeared in the Centon ‘of Berne, 
Switzerland, an enormous number of grabs, 
and it was feared that the whole crop would 
desiroyed. Therefore the eounsil sent a 
deputation to the Archbiabop of L uaanne 
‘with a petition to banish tna obnoafois 
crestures from the Canton. Ha gave an 
afirmulive anawer, and authorised the prieste 
at Berne to impose the banishment of the 
giubs, providing for striet observance of the 
custome and Inwe. An advocate’ for the 
people was chosen. Hoe notified’ the court of 
bis appointment, and propused the situlion 
of the grubs. Qn a certuin day some of the 
grubs were brought before the court, anil 
their sdvocste chosen, ‘The advocate chosen
